Building Permits 
Get Good Start 


The construction industry got a good start in 1976 
with 163 building permits issued during January. 
This is an increase of 123 percent over January of 
1975, according to Ralph Shick, building official. The 
permits are also up almost four percent from 
December of 1975. During the last month of 1975, 156 
permits were issued while only 73 were issued during 
the first month of that year. 
Shick said the homes built this past month have a 
value of $4,010,900. Permits were also issued for four 
retail establishments valued at $46,970 and for two 
office buildings valued at $1,404,000 in January. 
Addition permits were also issued for 18 residences, 
four retail establishments and two office buildings. The 
building permits totalled $5,531,201 for the month. 
Shick’s department also issued 96 electrical permits, 
95 plumbing permits, 128 heating and air permits, 19 
sign permits, 78 fence permits, 16 sign permits, 78 
fence permits, 16 swimming pool permits and one 
moving permit.

Burgoyne’s large British 
army pushing down from 
Canada, Americans were 
understandably 
concerned 
in the summer of 1777. 
The British had taken Ft. 
Ticonderoga 
on 
Lake 
Champlain without much 
trouble (July 5), and had 
caught 
up 
with 
some 
retreating Americans at 
Hubbardston, Vermont, and 
stung them sharply there. 
Burgoyne’s army of 6,000 
British, 
Germans, 
and 
Indians were moving at a 
snail’s pace, however. But 
the commander was con­ 
fident that he could reach 
Albany, N.Y., (only about 70 
miles away) and he saw no 
need to hurry. 
The British force was 
greatly retarded by its long 
train of supply wagons, 52 
pieces of artillery, many 
auxiliary personnel, wives 
and camp women. The 
general himself needed 30 
wagons for his extensive 
wardrobe, choice wines, 
silver plate, and other 
baggage. 
Other Followers 
Burgoyne’s second in 
command, 
Baron 
von 
Riedesel, had brought along 
his gay young wife, their 
three young daughters, and 
two maids. Baroness von 
Riedesel, who left a valuable 
account of the campaign, 
followed the army through 
the woods of upper New 
York in a large, hooded 
carriage specially made for 
her.At Skenesborough (now 
Whitehall), along the route 
the army followed, stood the 
yellow fieldstone house of 
Philip Skene. This wealthy 
man, Burgoyne’s principal

home. They dined well there, 
alth o u g h 
B urgoyne 
grumbled a bit about the 
Madeira. 
“Gentleman Johnny” also 
took time to enjoy the 
charms of his new mistress, 
the wife of a subordinate 
officer. There seemed to be 
plenty of time: Ft. Edward 
on the Hudson was only 
about 20 miles away. Slowly 
the army hacked its way 
southward, but the going 
was arduous. 
Advance Delayed 
Retreating Patriots made 
the British advance more 
difficult by felling thousands 
of trees across the route 
Burgoyne must take. The 
general wrote: “Hie troops 
had not only layers of trees 
to remove, in places where it 
was impossible to take any 
other direction, but also they 
had about 40 bridges to 
construct and others to 
repair, one of which was of 
log-work over a morass two 
miles in extent.” 
Pushing 
relentlessly 
forward Burgoyne was still 
confident of success. He 
expected that a British force 
under Col. Barry St. Leger, 
moving from Lake Ontario 
to the Mohawk River valley, 
would soon reach Albany 
and provide his support. And 
he hoped that Sir Henry 
Clinton would send help up 
the Hudson River from New 
York City 
Show of Force 
General Burgoyne hoped 
to overawe the Americans

and, as Washington said, 
“practise every art, which 
his invention will point out, 
to turn their (the people in 
northern New York) minds 
and seduce them from their 
allegiance.” To counteract 
Burgoyne’s 
proclamations 
and promises, American 
propagandists 
condemned 
the British general and 
parodied his proclamations. 
A long poem in the New 
York Journal (Sept. 8. 1777) 
emphasized the British use 
of Indians. For those who 
resisted Burgoyne, this 
parody promised: 
“I will let loose the dogs of 
hell, 
Ten thousand Indians, who 
shall yell, 
And foam and tear, and 
grin and roar, 
And 
drench 
their 
maukeskins in gore; 
To these I’ll give full scope 
and play 
From Ticonderog 
to 
Florida; 
They’ll scalp your heads, 
and kick your shins, 
And rip your guts, and flay 
your skins, 
And of your ears be nimble 
croppers, 
And make your thumbs 
tobacco stoppers.” 
Concern Creeps In 
By early August, General 
Burgoyne began to show 
concern about his situation. 
With 
supplies 
running 
dangerously low, he sent 
Colonel Baum on the ill-fated 
foray into Vermont. The 
staggering blow at Ben­ 
nington was soon followed by 
the disheartening news that 
St. Leger had been stopped 
in the Mohawk valley and 
had turned back to Lake 
Ontario. 
Furthermore, 
General Howe had em­ 
barked on a compaign to 
capture 
Philadelphia, 
leaving only a few thousand 
troops at New York City. By 
late August, 1777, Burgoyne 
knew he was in grave peril. 


forge {(Head and attempt 
take Albany, the British 
commander moved forward 
in spite of discouraging 
circumstances, He decided 
to move his army to the west 
side of the Hudson River 
near Saratoga, N. Y. Soon, 
however. Burgoyne would 
have to face the northern 
Continental Army and the 
rapidly growing number of 
militia. 
Gen. Gates Commands 
American forces that had 
been gathering to block 
Eurgoyne’s path had been 
under the command of Gen. 
Horatio Gates since Aug. 4. 
He had replaced Philip 


Schuyler, a competent man 
who had maneuvered his 
forces to harass Burgoyne 
and prepare for his eventual 
downfall. 
New Englanders hated 
Schuyler, however, and the 
aristocratic New Yorker had 
many political enemies in 
Congress. General Gates 
was soon joined by other 
capable 
men: 
Daniel 
Morgan and his riflemen, 
Gen. Benjamin Lincoln, and 
Benedict Arnold. 
Gates moved his army 
northward to a place along 
the west bank of the Hudson 
call Bemis Heights. Here the 
well-trained young Polish 
e n g in e e r, 
T haddeus 
Kosciuzko, laid out the 
American lines of defense 
which ran from the hilly 
area down to the river bank. 
By Sept. 18, between 6,000 
and 9,000 troops were located 
in this position. The British 
were only about three miles 
away. 
Attack Begins 
When Burgoyne attacked 
(Sept. 19) his basic plan was 
to occupy the higher ground 
to the west of the American 
fortifications. As contact 
was made, Benedict Arnold 
with Morgan’s riflemen and 
Dearborn s New Hampshire 
regiment led the Americans 
through dense woods toward 
a ten to 12 acre clearing with 
an abandoned cabin known 
as Freeman’s Farm. 
Bloody fighting occurred 
in that little clearing and in 
the surrounding forest, the 
British held the ground and 
technically won the battle; 
but their casualties were 
over 600, more than twice the 
American number. 
Burgoyne might have 
resumed the fighting the 
next day, but got 
in­ 
formation that caused him to 
delay action for three weeks. 
He was disturbed by news of 
attacks on his line of com­ 
munications to the north, 
and had to try, to a fte ra c t 
this.

one, the British commander 
was forced to surrender. 
With the American army 
lined up in their makeshift 
uniforms and fifes playing 
“Yankee 
Doodle,” 
the 
enemy marched into a 
meadow north of Fishkill to 
lay down their amis on Oct.

Scene Portrayed 
One of Burgoyne’s of­ 
ficers, Lt. William Digby, 
recalled the dejection of the 
time: “About IO o’clock, we 
marched out...with drums 
beating, but the drums 
seemed to have lost their 
former inspiring sounds, and 
though 
we 
beat 
the 


Grenadier’s March, which 
not long before was so 
animating, yet then it 
seemed by its last feeble 
effort, as if almost ashamed 
to be heard on such an oc­ 
casion.” 
After 
Burgoyne 
had 
surrendered his sword, the 
two commanders dined in a 
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somewhat more jovial at­ 
mosphere in Gates’ tent. 
The Continental Journal 
and Weekly Advertiser of 
Boston described the scene: 
“The table was only two 
planks laid across two empty 
beef barrels. There were 
only four plates for the whole 
company. There was no 
cloth, and the dinner con­ 
sisted of a ham, a goose, 
some beef, and some boiled 
mutton. The liquor was New 
England run, mixed with 
water, without sugar; and 
only two glasses, which were 
for the two Cammanders-in- 
chief ; the rest of the com­ 
pany drank out of basins.” 
Vital Victory 
If it was a sad time for the 
British. Saratoga was an 
enormously 
important 
victory for the Americans. 
The capture of an entire 
army and much military 
equipment was in itself very 
significant, but even more 
important was the boost to 
American morale. Coming 
as it did soon after the defeat 
at Brandywine and Ger­ 
mantown and the capture of 
Philadelphia. 
Burgoyne’s 
surrender had a great 
psychological effect. 


Rejoicing ied to newborn 
confidence. A rag and 
bobtail army of amateurs, 
poorly 
disciplined, 
organized, and equipped, 
had defeated British and 
German regulars. 
Gov. 
Johathan 
Trumbull 
of 
Connecticut exulted “This is 
the Lord’s doing and mar­ 
vellous In our eyes!” 
Of utmost Importance was 
the effect of Burgoyne^ 
surrender on France. It was 
the greatest single factor 
that induced the French 
government to aid the 
United States openly in its 
struggle for independence.

In the hands of most 
people “a little knowledge is 
a dangerous thing.” This is 
most true in the case of 
religion, which is the field 
where the most people have 
the least know le^e and try 
to 
be 
the 
g reatest 
of 
teachers. Too many times 
men have tried to improve 
on God’s ways and methods. 
In so doing, they have 
replaced some of God’s ways 
with their own organizations 
because to them, the prin­ 
ciple of God was too ab­ 
stract. 
The 
heathen 
people, 
unable to comprehend God 
and His ways look for 
som ething m ore tangible 
and turn to idols, llie ancient 
Jews had a similar proUem, 
so God set up the Tabernacle 
and all its furnishings and 
ceremonies to remind them 
of His presence and their 
responsibilities to Him. 
Don’t these things sound a 
lot 
like 
m any 
of 
the 
denominations today with 
their “altars” etc.? It even 
sounds a little like the so­ 
called charismatic groups 
today who speak in tongues 
(w om ething 
ta n g ib le ), 
which was not and is not at 
all 
uncommon 
am ong 
heathen idol worshippers. 
After the days of the 
apostles we find the same 
problems. The majority of 
the people were ignorant 
concerning spiritual 
m at­ 
ters, so the “clergy” set up 
certain holy days, feasts, 
canonized saints, holy water, 
three kinds of holy oil, bones, 
relics, 
im ages,^ ^tm rpis, 
clerical ^ garb tdk« a d ^ n i ^ 
peity, 
ottfi 
etc, 
etc. 
Something tangible, not of 
God, to remind us of God. 
Over some of these items the 
battle still rages. 
Weak Faith 
No one has stopped to 
realize that his “doctoring 
up” of the plan of salvation 
is a flagrant display of weak 
faith or a complete lack of 
faith. Faith is the belief of 
testimony or confidence in 
testim ony, 
as 
fa r 
as 
Christians are concerned, is 
already recorded in a book 
called the Bible, lf we are too 
indolent to study deeply, or 
too prejudice to understand 
this book, then ours is the 
task to overcom e these 
problems. 
Ilie gospel for today is the 
same gospel of Paul (I Cor. 
15:1-4). Christian faith today 
is the sam e as it was in the 
apostolic days. Based on the 
testim ony 
of 
the 
New 
T estam ent 
w riters, 
we 
believe that Jesus died, was 
buried, and resurrected on 
the third day. We must cling 
to the facts of the gospel: 
Facts cannot change. Once a 
fact, always a fact. 
Let us forever forsake as a 
crite ria 
of 
faith 
our 
“feelings.” As others have 
said “Let us no longer doubt 
our beliefs and believe our 
doubts, but let us doubt our 
doubts and believe our 
beliefs.” 
The efforts of men to 
explain to other men the 
ways of God are weighted 
down with examples of this 
type of thing, and they were 
not unknown in the early 
church. 
The Creed Stated 
The efforts of people in the 
early church to improve on 
God’s plan are recorded in

This had 
been the seal of their religion 
and covenant with (Jod for 
many centuries. 


They had m ade great 
concessions in accepting the 
Gentiles, now the Gentiles 
should bend a little. The 
enem ies of C hristianity, 
realized tliat if the law of 
Moses ccmld be bound upon 
the church, it would stunt its 
growth. The lesson of the 
captivity was not to forsake 
God and His law.

In the hands of most 
people “a little knowledge is 
a dangerous thing.” This is 
most true in the case of 
religion, which is the field 
where the most people have 
the least knowledge and try 
to be the greatest of 
teachers. Too many times 
men have tried to improve 
on God’s ways and methods. 
In so doing, they have 
replaced some of God’s ways 
with their own organizations 
because to them, the prin­ 
ciple of God was too ab­ 
stract. 
The 
heathen 
people, 
unable to comprehend God 
and His ways look for 
something more tangible 
and turn to idols. The ancient 
Jews had a similar problem, 
so God set up the Tabernacle 
and all its furnishings and 
ceremonies to remind them 
of His presence and their 
responsibilities to Him. 
Don’t these things sound a 
lot 
like many 
of the 
denominations today with 
their “altars” etc ? It even 
sounds a little like the so­ 
called charismatic groups 
today who speak in tongues 
(womething 
tangible), 
which was not and is not at 
all 
uncommon 
among 
heathen idol worshippers. 
After the days of the 
apostles we find the same 
problems. The majority of 
the people were ignorant 
concerning spiritual mat­ 
ters, so the “clergy” set up 
certain holy days, feasts, 
canonized saints, holy water, 
three kinds of holy oil, bones, 
relics, images, 
clerical < garb to. advertise 
peity, 
etc* 
etc, 
etc. 
Something tangible, not of 
God, to remind us of God. 
Over some of these items the 
battle still rages. 
Weak Faith 
No one has stopped to 
realize that his “doctoring 
up” of the plan of salvation 
is a flagrant display of weak 
faith or a complete lack of 
faith. Faith is the belief of 
testimony or confidence in 
testimony, 
as 
far 
as 
Christians are concerned, is 
already recorded in a book 
called the Bible. If we are too 
indolent to study deeply, or 
too prejudice to understand 
this book, then ours is the 
task to overcome these 
problems. 
The gospel for today is the 
same gospel of Paul (I Cor. 
15:1-4). Christian faith today 
is the same as it was in the 
apostolic days. Based on the 
testimony of the 
New 
Testament 
writers, 
we 
believe that Jesus died, was 
buried, and resurrected on 
the third day. We must cling 
to the facts of the gospel: 
Facts cannot change. Once a 
fact, always a fact. 
Let us forever forsake as a 
criteria 
of 
faith 
our 
“feelings.” As others have 
said “Let us no longer doubt 
our beliefs and believe our 
doubts, but let us doubt our 
doubts and believe our 
hpliAfs 9 9 
The efforts of men to 
explain to other men the 
ways of God are weighted 
down with examples of this 
type of thing, and they were 
not unknown in the early 
church.The Creed Stated 
The efforts of people in the 
early church to improve on 
God’s plan are recorded in 
Acts 15:1-5. 
“And some men came 
down from Judea and began 
teaching 
the 
Brethren, 
‘Unless you are circumcised 


Acts 15:1-5 Tells The Story 


according to the custom of 
Moses, you cannot be 
saved ”...“It is necessary to 
circumcise them, and to 
direct them to observe the 
Law of Moses.” 
These were the Jews who 
seemed to think they ranked 
especially well with God. 
They had always had the 


Scriptures and had done 
much study about the 
Messiah etc. With their 
“rank” and “Knowledge” 
they, of all people, should 
know what God wants people 
to do. 
In Favor Of 
Their Creed 
Many things were in their 


public 
Himself, 
favor. 
In 
His 
ministry, Christ, 
upheld the law of Moses 
(Matt. 23:2-3; 5:17-18). Tile 
law was of divine origin. The 
apostles were all consistent 
Jews (Acts 3:1). This had 
been the seal of their religion 
and covenant with God for 
many centuries. 


They had made great 
concessions in accepting the 
Gentiles, now the Gentiles 
should bend a little. The 
enemies of Christianity, 
realized that if the law of 
Moses could be bound upon 
the church, it would stunt its 
growth. The lesson of the 
captivity was not to forsake 
God and His law. 
Next week, we will look at 
some of the things against 
the creed of the early-day 
Jews.
